4. Vicaridgrs that were 
heretofore in reſpect of Eiſter · 
books offering bec. received of 
the Papiſts confiderable are 
now little worth.

2. To this the Peritioners (ay, 
Thar fince the ex b ri g of theic 
Petition the Com m ſſi one te have 
made a forma Oder, chat the 
Inhabitants ſhould farme their 
owne Tthes for the enſaing har- 
velt, thinking thereby to pacifi: 
the people for the former indi- 
rect catriages, and to prevent 
theit proſecution of the Petition; 


But how well ever this new al. 


ver hath wroughe , and beene 
perſuzd can be teſtiſied by thou. 
ſands of the poore Inhabitants, 
who have receiv-d little or ro 
benefit thereby, the Commit »- 
ners Agents (till farming their 
Tithes to their Friends, and 
Creatures at theic former under- 
vallues. 

3. That neither the Adiniſt er, 
debts, nor yet the charge of 
Children, nor Family would 
induce the Commiſſioners, and 
theit Agents to grant reaſonable 
bargaines to them, nor yet their 
Fifts according to the Act: — 

leſſe 
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Wee have found it no ſmall leſſe to ſuch of them that were 
difficulty, to bring tbem to the eſpecially befriended : and ſome 
rate they are at. could not have cheir Fifrs, except 
they ingaged to forb:are the 
execution of their AMiiniſtery, and ſome bad ſpeciall a:lowance 
for not preaching. 

4. That although the Inhabitants have litele encouragement, 
or any reaſon to pay ary Tithes, or any Offerings at all ſave 
onely in Obedience to the Parliaments Authority, havingſo litel: 
ſpirituall comfort adminiſtred to them for their Tythes and 
Offccing«,yet the Commiſſioners Agents have not been wanting 
in the exiRt githering of the Tithes and Offecings, not omi ting 
the very Tithe Eggs, 

5. That the Commiſſioners, or their Agents have hitherto 
taken little or no care in t pairing of Chu ches and Scho2'es, 
divers of which are fallen to great decay, and what they allowed 
towards Contributions, may partly app:ars by their owne 
ſhewing particular 4. where the Commiſſioners ingæai - 
ouſly confeſſed, that che Fifts and Contributions are not 
fully knowae, nor allowed, and what diſtu bances the Perits- 
oners brought on che Commiſſi ners by their humble and mo- 
deft ad dtreſſe to the Parliament, (erting forth their grievances, 
and craving redreſſe thereof ; Having neither themſelves deny. 
ed to pay their Tithes, nor p:rſwaded, adviſed, or obſttucted 
others from paying che ſame, the Tithes being moſt ſtrictly and 
punctuilly paid then ever che Miniſters received it, is bumbly left 
to you” Honours conſi ietation. | l 

And if there have beene any diſturbance at all, as indeed there 
bath bꝛen too much, the ſame bath ben done, committed, and 
occaſioned by the Itineraries & Commiſſioners Agents, by their 
threats, railing and invective carriages, and expreſſions againſt 
the Petitioners, threatning them wita Sequeſtiation and ruine, 
for petitioning the Parliament, which carriages of theirs the 
Petitionets humb'y conceive to be contrary to the knowne 
Rights, Lib:rties and Freedomes of this Nation, And to what 
diffi:ulry the Commiſſioners have been put uito, in rayſing leſſe 
then 10000 l. per annum out of the Tithes and Premiſes, when 
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us the Petitioners dos offer 20000 |, per , for the ſame

amongſt whom the Lord hath 
beene pleaſed to raiſe = few 
that defire the publick worſhip 
of his Name. But as for the 
Commiſſioners care therein, who 
are many of them Juſtices of the 
Peace, they ſhewed but ſmall 
affections to ſupport Churches, 
having contribated little or no- 


thing towards ſo pious a worke 
out of the vaſt Revenue ofthe Tithes, & r. which they ought to

M R. Toses, wee thank you for your Letter : wherein 
you have fully reſolved us, what we muſt expect, 
we Pree h the Goſpell in this poor Countrey , nothing but 
bonds and impriſonment if you divine aright j abide ur. 
If we be ſilent and do not Preach,we are reproached , and 
if we do Preach we are menaced. A hard dilemma. Sir, 
notwithſt inding your paines in preaching (which never- 
theleſ i much abated of what it was, ſince you have caught 
the fi h that you looked forthere are many dry and thirſty 
ſoles in thu Country that are very ſeldom refreſhed with 
| the dew of Heavenly Doctrine, and for want thereof do 
| diily relapſe to Popery, and that in no ſmall number; we 
could name above 20 Pariſh churches in this County, in 
| many whercof there have not been above two Sermous 
this 12 moneth,aud in moſt of them none at all : yet the 
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 plaints have fill'd the ears of mew e, aud have(us 
dal ere 2 wp to the 2 Lord of 2 
both. Me ſbal therefore(in cimpaßion ts theſe poor ſoutes) 
adventure 10 beſtow our paines among them, and yut our 
ſelves upon the candoy 4 clemency of our preſent Gover- 
nour, from whom we ds expect (and doubt not to find) bet- 
ter meaſure then you forbad us; or then our fellow Mini- 
fters received (the laſt Spring)when other powers ſwayed, 
to wit,your own. 

That there are more Sermons preached(now)in a month 
then was {formerly in 12. wil hardly finde credit, with any 
that knowes this Country,and is ſuch a ſtory that men will 
admire to have proceeded from your Pen : fince that we do 
not of above two Itinerant Preachers, reſident in 
the Country (and one of the two hardly worth the name of 
4 Preacher whereas formerly there was « preaching Mi- 
niſter (almoſt) in every pariſh( ſome Impropriations ex- 
cept ) and moſt of them graduated in the Univerſities, and 
te and painful men in their callings.
